By  an  examination  of  the  table  comparing  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  of  companies  incorporated,  and  increase  of  stock  of  existing  com- 
panies, above,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  great  difference  in  the  aggregate  of 
fees  collected  one  year  compared  with  another,  is  due  to  the  great  differ- 
ence in  the  incorporation,  consolidation  and  increase  of  capital  in  railroad 
companies.    The  amount  of  such  railroad  capital,  has  been  as  follows:

At  the  time  I  took  charge  of  the  ofEce  in  April,  Hon.  Daniel  J.  Ryan, 
"whose  term  I  was  appointed  to  complete,  paid  over  to  me  the  sum  of 
$177,779.30  as  fees  paid  under  protest  in  incorporation  cases,  and  for  the 
recovery  of  which  suits  had  been  brought,  and  the  secretary  of  state 
enjoined  from  paying  the  sums  into  the  state  treasury,  in  following  cases:

In  the  case  of  Ossian  D.  Ashley  and  others,  in  the  supreme  court  of  I 
Ohio,  the  court  sustained  the  constitutionality  of  the  Massie  law,  and 
in  that  case,  and  others,  in  which  the  parties  had  agreed  that  the  case  of 
Ashley  et  al  vs.  Ryan  would  be  accepted  by  them  as  conclusive,  making  a 
total  of  $74,729.30,  was  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  leaving  in  my  hands 
$103,050.00  awaiting  action  of  the  courts. 

This  money  is  deposited  in  banks  to  the  credit  of  the  secretary)  of 
state  and  is  a  subject  of  criticism  and  in  such  danger  of  loss  as  is  incident 
to  the  banking  business.  It  seems  to  me  that  if  the  general  assembly  can 
provide  that  this  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  state,  either 
as  a  special  fund  subject  to  payment  on  the  decision  of  the  courts,  or  cover 
the  amount  into  the  general  revenue  fund,  and  make  an  appropriation  of 
the  amount  for  the  satisfaction  of  the  orders  of  the  court  if  made  against 
the  secretary  of  state,  it  would  relieve  the  secretary  of  state  from  responsi- 
bility, and  from  any  imputation  that  he  was  making  pro&t  out  of  its  use. 

PRINTING    PAPERS. 

There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  demand  for  printing  paper 
because  of  the  reports  authorized.  During  the  past  year  the  following 
have  been  added  to  the  number  heretofore  published:  Official  register 
national  guard;  manual  of  the  legislature;  calendar  of  unfinished  busi- 
ness; report  of  building  and  loan  associations — English  and  German; 
one  hundred  year  book;  weekly  crop  bulletin,  and  advance  sheets  of  de- 
partments. To  meet  this  increase  of  reports  there  was  no  increase  made  in 
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the  appropriation  for  paper.  The  general  assembly  also  overlooked  the 
fact  that  the  contracts  made  in  1891  for  supplying  the  state  with  paper 
were  made  on  unusually  high  prices  under  which  the  state  paid  higher 
prices  for  paper  than  the  same  grades  could  have  been  purchased  for  at 
the  time  the  contracts  were  made  or  during  their  continuance.  The  con- 
tracts for  the  coming  year,  notwithstanding  the  increase  in  price  of  rags 
due  to  the  restricted  importations  from  cholera-infected  countries,  have 
been  made  at  greatly  reduced  prices,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  annexed  table. 

The  awards  of  contracts  for  1892,  after  due  notice  and  the  filing  of 
bonds  by  bidders  as  required  by  law,  were  made  as  follows: 

To  Diem  &  Wing  Paper  Company,  of  Cincinnati,  for  7,500  reams  of 
double  super  royal  printing  paper  at  8.69  cents  per  pound;  125  reams  of 
brochure  cover  paper,  assorted  colors,  at  5.89  cents  per  pound;  150  reams 
of  flat  cap  at  6.97  cents  per  pound;  80  reams  of  Crane*s  Japanese 
linen  folio  at  16.50  cents  per  pound,  and  15  reams  of  postofl&ce  paper  at 
5.49  cents  per  pound.  To  Cleveland  Paper  Co.,  Cleveland,  Ohio>  400 
reams  of  double  flat  cap  at  6.97  cents  per  pound;  40  reams  of  double 
medium  at  6.77  cents  per  pound;  230  reams  of  folio  poat  at  6.81  cents  per 
pound;  30  reams  linen  folio  at  10.47  cents  per  pound.  To  Central  Ohio 
Paper  Co.,  Columbus,  Ohio,  40  reams  linen  ledger  folio  at  22.05  cents  per 
pound;  35  reams  linen  ledger  demy  at  19.13  cents  per  pound,  and  15 
reams  of  linen  ledger  super  royal  at  23.33  cents  per  pound.  To  Chatfield 
&  Woods,  10  reams  manilla  paper,  36x48,  and  60  reams,  30x40,  at  4.24 
cents  per  pound.

FEES  AND  SAI^ARIES, 

The  laws  provide  a  salary  of  $2,000  for  the  secretary  of  state  and  an 
additional  sum  of  $1,000  from  fees  collected  in  the  oflSce.  There  has 
been  a  practice  established  under  which  the  secrerary  retains  this  $1,000 
at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter.  In  the  event  of  death,  resignation  or  re- 
moval, after  that  date  and  before  the  end  of  the  year,  the  outgoing  official 
is  in  possession  of  the  entire  allowance  of  fees,  which  were  evidently  in- 
tended as  compensation  for  the  work  of  the  entire  year,  and  the  work  of  | 
the  residue  of  the  year  or  term  must  be  done  by  some  one  else.  I  rec- 
ommend that  the  law  be  changed  so  as  to  pay  the  secretary  of  state, 
as  the  force  of  the  office  is  paid,  by  a  fixed  salary,  payable  monthly  or 
quarterly,  and  that  all  fees  be  paid  into  the  treasury.

C01.UMBUS,  O.,  December  1,  1892, 
To  the  General  Assembly  \ 

In  submitting  the  annual  report  of  this  office  for  the  year  ending 
November  15,  1892,  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  such  defects  in  the  pres- 
ent election  laws  as  have  come  within  my  observation  as  state  supervisor 
of  elections,  in  the  hope  that  the  defects  may  be  remedied  by  legisla- 
tion before  public  opinion  condemns  the  ballot  system  as  fatally  defective. 

While  I  am  not  personally  friendly  to  any  ballot  system  that  treats  the 
elector  as  a  dishonest  or  dishonorable  man,  who  needs  to  be  protected  or 
guarded  by  isolation  and  confinement  to  make  sure  that  he  will  cast  his 
ballot  so  as  to  reflect  his  conviction  and  purpose,  the  suggestions  here 
made  are  not  made  in  a  spirit  of  antagonism  to  the  law  now  on  trial,  but 
to  assist  in  curing  the  defects  that  experience  has  disclosed  in  its  practical 
operation. 

Some  of  the  apparent  conflicts  and  uncertainties  are  due  to  the  sepa- 
rate original  bills  each  providing  special   methods,  three  of  which  were 
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finally  passed  at  the  closer  of  the  session,  without  the  changes  being  made 
that  were  necessary  to  make  them  homogeneous.  These  can  easily  be 
remedied  by  codification. 

The  recent  election  has  indicated  serious  defects  in  the  laws  as  to  the 
manner  of  making  and  certifying  nominations;  the  method  of  marking 
ballots;  the  manner  of  conducting  elections,  and  in  abstracting  and  mak- 
ing returns,  and  attention  is  called  to  these  that  such  changes  may  be 
made  in  the  laws  as  will  correct  or  remove  the  defects. 

MAKING  AND  CERTIFYING  NOMINATIONS, 

Several  cases  occurred  at  the  late  election  in  which  certificates  of 
nomination  were  made  ai;d  filed,  representing  the  action  of  conventions 
that  were,  probably,  never  properly  called  or  authorized  and  that,  it  is 
claimed,  were  never  held.  The  law  should  more  clearly  prescribe  the  man- 
ner of  calling  conventions  and  the  notice  that  should  be  given,  and  make 
it  an  offense  for  unauthorized  persons  to  represent  a  party  or  convention 
or  make  a  certificate  of  nomination. 

POWER  OF  JUDGES  OF  ELECTION. 

It  is  now  in  the  power  of  two  judges  of  election  to  disfranchise  any 
citizen  by  refusing  to  receive  his  ballot.  When  this  is  done  the  opposing 
judges,  believing  that  injustice  has  been  done,  and  that  there  is  no  other 
way  of  neutralizing  the  effect  of  such  rejection  upon  the  result  of  the 
election,  would  seek  a  pretense  for  disfranchising  an  elector  of  the  oppo- 
site party.  This  might  be  obviated  by  giving  greater  weight  to  the  oath 
of  the  elector,  and  making  it  obligatory  upon  the  judges  to  receive  such 
ballot  when  sworn  to,  and  mark  and  return  it  for  use  in  case  of  a  contest. 
Or  by  requiring  three  judges  to  ^ject  a  ballot  thus  sworn  to. 

AS  TO  MARKING   BALLOTS, 

If  any  person  will  take  a  ballot  such  as  is  prescribed  by  law,  use  an 
ordinary  lead  pencil  and  lay  the  ballot  upon  an  ordinary  pine  board  and 
mark  the  cross  in  the  circle,  then  turn  the  ballot  over,  he  will  discover 
that  the  impression  of  the  cross  is  clearly  discernible.  The  judges  of  elec- 
tion can  readily  know  how  every  elector  votes.  (A  judge  of  the  election 
was  confident  that  he  knew  every  Republican  in  his  precinct  who,  at  the 
late  election,  voted  the  Democratic  ticket ),  It  is  evident  that  as  long  as 
tickets  are  printed  upon  soft  rag  paper  the  cross  mark  is  about  as  clearly 
visible  on  the  back  as  on  the  front  of  the  ballot.  In  this  connection  the 
provision  of  the  law  authorizing  an  elector  to  call  on  two  of  the  judges 
to  assist  him  in  marking  the  ballot  is,  I  am  well  informed,  being  greatly 
abused,  and  that  a  system  of  vote-buying  has  been  adopted  that  secures

to  the  bu3rer  absolute  certainty  as  to  the  delivery  of  the  purchased  vote. 
This  is  the  modus  operandi:  A  agrees  to  pay  B  for  his  vote  for  the  whole 
ticket  or  for  a  particular  candidate.  B  accepts  and  by  arrangement  calls 
on  two  judges  to  assist  in  marking  his  ballot,  and  if  a  judge  says  that  B 
voted  as  agreed,  A  pays  the  promised  consideration.  The  only  risk  is 
that  the  violators  of  the  law  will  be  punished — a  very  uncertain  contin- 
gency. A  partial  remedy  for  this  would  be  to  so  amend  the  law  that  the 
judges  would  be  authorized  to  assist  in  marking  ballots  only  for  those 
actually  bHnd  or  who  swear  that  they  can  not  read  or  write.  But  unless 
some  plan  can  be  adopted  under  which  the  marking  of  the  ballot  will  not 
show  through  the  paper,  the  judge  may  still  be  a  witness  as  to  how  the 
elector  voted. 

ABSTRACTING  AND  MAKING  RETURNS. 

There  are  grave  doubts  as  to  whether  the  returns  of  the  late  election 
were  made  according  to  law.  It  was  the  intention,  no  doubt,  that  the 
county  boards  of  deputy  state  supervisors  of  elections  should  tabulate 
and  make  the  returns,  and,  acting  upon  this  intention,  they  were  instructed 
to  do  so.  In  a  careful  examination  of  the  sections  of  difierent  laws  bear- 
ing upon  this  point,  I  fail  to  find  reposed  in  these  deputy  supervisors  any 
greater  powers  than  were  formerly  reposed  in  the  clerks  of  the  courts  of 
the  several  counties,  and  these  clerks  could  only  open  and  tabulate  returns 
in  the  presence  of  two  justices  of  the  peace. 

Section  8  of  the  supervisor's  act  provides  that  the  deputy  super- 
visors "  shall  receive  the  returns  of  election,  make  abstracts  of  the  same, 
and  transmit  such  abstracts  to  the  proper  officers  at  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  that  the  clerk  of  common  pleas,  by  sections  2980,  2981,  2982, 
2983,  2989  and  2994  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  is  required  to  canvass  the 
rettuns,"  etc.  These  sections  provide  that  two  justices  of  the  peace  must 
be  present  with  the  clerk  when  the  returns  are  opened  and  tabulated.  If 
it  is  the  intention  to  confer  the  whole  power  of  making  returns  upon  the 
deputy  state  supervisors  these  sections  should  be  amended  and  the  intent 
more  clearly  defined. 

There  has  been  trouble  in  securing  returns  from  two  or  three  coun- 
ties because  deputy  supervisors  were  disposed  to  exercise  judicial  func- 
tions in  making  up  their  returns.  The  law  should  more  clearly  define 
the  duties  of  boards  of  deputy  supervisors,  and  so  restrict  their  powers- 
that  they  can  not  become  returning  boards  with  power  to  reverse  the 
decision  of  the  people,  in  closely  contested  elections.  The  law  should 
more  clearly  define  the  duties  of  these  boards  and  provide  a  course  to  be 
pursued  when  upon  the  face  of  the  returns  made  by  the  judges  of  elec- 
tion, there  are  errors,  omissions  or  defects.  In  such  cases  there  should 
be  provision  for  a  return  of  the  defective  paper  to  the  judges  of  election 
for  correction  or  explanation.  The  duty  of  the  deputy  supervisors  to 
abstract  the  returns  as  made  by  the  judges  of  election  should  be  more 
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clearly  defined  and  explicitly  stated.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  or  refusal 
of  any  board  of  deputy  supervisors  to  make  return  to  the  state  super- 
visor of  elections  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law,  provision  should  be 
made,  similar  to  that  made  in  section  2989  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  that 
would  authorize  the  state  supervisor  to  secure  copies  of  the  returns  of| 
each  election  precinct  in  the  delinquent  county,  from  those  filed  in  the 
■offices  of  the  township  clerks. 

As  a  possible  means  of  securing  agreement  by  boards  of  deputy] 
state  supervisors,  I  suggest  that  the  probate  judge  in  each  county  be  made 
a  referee  in  all  cases  where  the  board  can  not  agree  in  matters  relating  i 
to  preparation  of  ballots  or  in  abstracting  returns.  Or  where  the  deputies 
fail  to  agree  in  these  matters  why  not  make  the  state  supervisor,  as  in  the 
case  where  they  fail  to  agree  about  nomination  papers.the  person  to  decide 
the  matter?  If  these  boards  are  in  fact  deputy  state  supervisors,  why 
should  not  the  state  supervisor  have  the  casting  vote  where  there  is 
disagreement? 

PUBLICATION  OP  LAWS, 

There  is  great  complaint  over  the  delay  in  the  publication  of  the] 
annual  laws.  It  seems  to  be  impossible  under  existing  methods,  to  getj 
this  done  before  August  or  September.  The  laws  generally  go  into  effect' 
on  their  passage,  and  those  aflfected  by  them  have  no  opportunity  to  know 
anything  about  them  for  months  after  they  go  into  effect.  The  delay  is' 
not  all  due  to  the  public  printer. 

The  last  session  of  the  general  assembly  passed  215  general  laws, 
502  local  laws  and  31  joint  resolutions.  These,  with  the  index,  made  a 
volume  of  nearly  800  pages.  For  nearly  two  months  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  general  assembly  the  time  of  the  clerks  of  this  office  is  taken 
up  in  making  certified  copies  of  local  laws,  for  the  members  who  may 
order  certified  copies  without  cost,  and  for  other  parties  interested.  It 
becomes  necessary  at  times  to  employ  outside  help  to  get  the  certified 
copies  out. 

I  take  the  liberty  to  suggest  to  the  general  assembly  that  a  much 
earlier  publication  of  laws,  and  considerable  saving  in  cost  to  the  state, 
might  be  secured  if  the  general  laws  only  were  published  in  the  annual 
volume,  and  the  local  laws  were  sent  direct  to  the  cities,  counties,  or  town- 
ships where  they  are  alone  of  interest,  and  provision  made  for  their  publi- 
cation and  record  there.  The  general  laws  of  the  last  session  would  make 
a  volume  of  less  than  three  hundred  pages.  This,  under  the  above  sug- 
gestions, could  be  published  within  thirty  days  after  the  adjournment. 
Such  a  volume  would  be  much  more  convenient  for  use  of  courts  and 
attorneys  and  less  cumbersome  in  libraries. 

The  local  laws  are  of  interest  only  in  the  locations  where  they  are  to, 
operate,  and  a  certified  copy  of  each  might  be  sent  by  the  clerk  of  that 
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branch  of  the  general  assembly  in  which  the  bill  origiuates  to  the  clerk 
of  the  courts,  clerk  of  the  city,  or  clerk  of  the  corporation  in  which  the  law 
is  to  operate,  where  record  could  be  made,  and  where,  if  of  sufficient  im- 
portance, publication  required.
